RELIGIOUS NOTES. 


The Senate yesterday passed the auti- 


Chiuese 
immigration 
bill, somewhat 


amended, by a vote of 32 to 15. 
This 


will necessitate the return of the measure 
to the House. The political disabilities 
bill was further discussed, bat flu til actiou 
was not taken. The House passed the 
bill appropriating $50,000 for the remov- 
al of obstructions at Hell Gate, in New 
York harbor, and debated at length tho 
Lynch-Chalmers contested election case. 
The previous question was demanded 
late in the session but no vote was taken, 
and the subject will be further consid- 
ered today. 


The oppoueuts of the Chinese held a 


convention iu San Francisco Wednesday 
evening aud adopted 11 plan 
<>f nutiun. 


One scheme presented was to divide the 
Pacific coast into districts, which slml! be 
notified to remove the Chino.se within a 
specified time. 
If the district docs not 


take such action, the district is to be pro- 
claimed dangerous aud the peaceably dis- 
posed warned to leave it. If this plan does 
not work, the league is to remove them by 
force. 
Thus, by hook or by crook, will 


the Pacific coast drive the Chinese out of 
the country. 


The Immigration Commission in New 


York is in bad shape. 
The treasury is 


empty, aiid unless this is replenished, Iho 
work at Castle Garden must stop. 
The 


New York assembly does not think it just 
that that state should alone support what 
manifestly concerns the whole country. 
Meanwhile Congress refuses to make any 
provision for the support of ibeiusjiui- 
tiou. The whole country, as well as the 
state of New York, is or should be in- 
terested in the matter and something 
should be done without any delay. The 
immigrants should not be allowed to come 
here aud scatter themselves everywhere 
without auy supervision. 
Thoy need 


someone to look out for them. It is 
evidently tho duty of Congress to make 
some provision to keep tho commission in 
proper order, but if Congress in relax in 
the dut}', the New York assembly ought 
lo do what it can to prevent the dissolu- 
tion of the bureau.

1 mean the 
peril from attack by tho tribes along (lie 
great rivor up which lie is now steadily 
making his way, and on whoso banks he 
is planting European civilization, 
I give 


you a few extracts from tho letter, which 
I think will ho of interest to all who ap- 
preciate fho pluck and daring that have so 
long been Mr. Stanley's distinguishing 
characteristics.

Mr. Slanloy maintained a certain roti- 


cenco about tho exact nature of his work 
in Africa, for the reasons which most, 
readers will readily understand. 
He is 


tho agent of companies Ihal havo, oxpeiul- 
od largo sums of capital in opening up 
sections of Africa, and who imlurally do- 
siro to secure for (hemselvos all tlie ad- 
vantages which niiifit aemio from tho ex- 
plorer.
